The shooting of a mad dog while 


riding a horse at break-neck speed, a 
fall from the horse directly in front 
of the wounded, rabid animal, which

David Lang, an octogenarian, was 


struck and instantly killed Monday 
afternoon by a Covina electric car at 
the junction of the tracks with Orange 
avenue in Irwindale. The accident 
occurred at 3:20 o'clock, and was the 
result of the aged gentleman becom- 
ing confused while crossing the track. 


The unfortunate man had been vis- 


iting the ranch of his son, C. A. Lang, 
who is farming some bare land at the 
lower end of Orange avenue. In com- 
pany with the sister of his son's wife, 
Miss Elizabeth Fleming, the old man, 
who is over eighty years of age, start- 
ed to walk to the car line. When they 
arrived the old gentleman took a seat 
on some boxes on the south side of 
the track. When the car came in 
sight from Covina, both the man and

Miss Fleming had barely time to get 


out of the way. The old gentleman 
was struck as he reached the middle 
of the track.

^ the San Gabriel canyon is to the ef- 


fect that the river is supplying a (low 
of l.'MO inches over all. of which 
share of the Covina company is 3(>!i.- 


4r> inches. This is the lowest the river 
has been for some time. Two years 
ago the river fell lower than these 
figures, but last year it was running 
at the rate of 2000 inches in August. 


The fall of water in the mountains 


during the winter months, and espec- 
ially in .January, was phenomenal, and 
created bad floods, but the water was 
precipitous, and not of as much ad- 
vantage as a good fall of snow would 
have been at that time. The Covina 
company is pumping about 200 inches 
from the Lordsburg wells, which are 
supplying water in sufficient quanti- 
ty to give the groves a fair deal. More 
water could be used, but there is no 
danger of a famine. The new pump,

The known fact that, lava rocks have 


'requently broken up into fertile soils 
within a very limited period is used 
as an argument to prove that lavas 
should make a good fertilizer. This, 
lowever, does not follow: A mineral 
fertilizer to be worth the cost of ap- 
plication 
should 
contain relatively 


large amounts of one or more of the 
so-called "plant foods" in a compara- 
tively easily soluble condition. 
To 


iurnish an amount of actual potash 
equivalent to that In an ordinary ap- 
plication, of sulfate of potash would 
require a relatively enormous quanti- 
ty of ground lava of average composi- 
tion. In addition, the condition in which 
potash, the esential constituent, is 
combined with the other rock consti- 
tuents is such as to justify little 
of its being utilized by plants within 
a reasonable period of time. Potash 
insoluble in water, as it occurs in such 
materials, has no standing among re- 
putable agriculturists nor under the 
laws of the several states.
